Essential Factors : The Coalition for a New 
Foreign and Military Policy submitted a list of 
7500 names to you for the purpose of seeking from 
the Argentine Government information on their status 
and prospects for release or due process. This 
group includes the National Council of Churches, the 
Washington Office of Latin America, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, the Americans For Democratic Action and 
others. The list they submitted also includes the 
3000 names previously turned over to the Argentine 
Foreign Ministry by the U.S.. Embassy on direction of 
the Department.) President Carter in his conversation 
with President Videla in September had informed 
Videla that we had received the original list and 
the Department would provide it to the Argentine 
Government. In addition, we have received a list 
of sixteen names from Senator Kennedy„*_s_office and 
twenty-1 hPee~~o tKef~n'ames ~~fr6m family members ,__friends 
and - human rights organizations. Senator Kennedy's 
off i ce~aTs6 _ asked““you” to'"'urge“that former Argentine i 
President, Hector Campora, who is currently in refuge 
at the Mexican Embassy in Buenos Aires, be allowed to 
leave the country as soon as possible. While the | 
Campora case has political overtones because of his | 
opposition to the current regime, humanitarian con- | 
siderations argue for your raising it. I

— In all of these cases, we obviously would hope 
to be able to respond first with information on their 
status, if they are detained and what their future 
situation will be and then hopefully to be able to 
report that they have been released. 
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
